Tear Gas Fired at Youths 


JOHANNESBURG, June % 
{UPI)—Soweto police increased 


-their patrols and fired tear gas 


at bands of stone-throwing youths 
today, -but the restless township 
was relatively calm aftes the 
year’s worst violence exploded 
there yesterday. 

Two blacks were shot dead by 
police and 14 wounded yesterday 
when riot units opened fire on 
“violent mobs” storming through 
the township. : 

Police said 2 woman was found 
dead early. today near the Kiip- 
Spruit section of the township. 

“They said the body had ‘several 
bullet wounds, but the efrcum- 
stances of the woman’s death were 
not yet clear, and police “were 
investigating. : 

Also killed yesterday was ἃ 
youth shot by police when a 
crowd “violently attacked" a no- 
lice car. 

A police spokesman .said today

incident. 

He said the two children were 
safe, although one was injured. 
. The unrest has followed the 
dune 16 period of mourning call- 
ed by militants to commemorate 
the 618 persons who died in the 
six months of violence last year. 


Others pasrotled the suburb's rub- 
ble-strewn streets. 

Brig. Jan Gerber, a senior 
Soweto police officer, said, “We 
will not tolerate further trouble 


from rioters. We can stand no 
further robberies, assaults, ston- 
ings, damage to property and 
general Jawlessacss. 


“Strong. well armed contingents ᾿ 


of police are patrolling the Soweto 
complex.” 

In one of several minor inci- 
dents today, police fired tear-gas 


canisters into the yard of the 
Orlando West high school. The 
gas drifted through open win- 
dows into the classrooms and 
siudents fled, later refusing to 
return to their desks.

U.K. Moves on European Parliament Bill 


LONDON, June 24 (OPI).—The 
government proposed today that 
Britain's $1 representatives to the 
Common Markét’s European Par-~ 
Mament should in the future be 
elected directly. by a form. of 
Proportional representation. 

But % provided powers for. the 
House of Commons to change this 
system and revert to the so-called 
“first past the post,” or winner- 
take-all, voting system used for 
elections both in this country and 
the United.

Skepiical U.S. Will Test Laetrile 


As Falid Treatment for Cancer 


WASHINGTON, June 2% (AP)—The National Cancer 
Institute, bowing to public pressure, will test the controversial 
substaner Laetrile on cancer patients who have exhausted all 


other hope. 


Dr. Guy Newell, the acting director of the institute, said 
yesterday the fact that the experiments will be conducted 
does not “change our opinion that Laetrile 1s not effective” 


in the treatment of cancer. 


Proponents say Leetrile is a cancer remedy. Its opponents 


say it hes no medicinal value. 


“We have reconsidered our position because of a lot ot 
factors, and one of them is socletal pressures,” Dr. Newell 
told a House Government Operations Subcammittee. 

Dr. Newell also said the tests were being undertaken 
because of the number of states that have legalized Laetrile 
or are considering it, in spite of the federal attitude toward 


the substance. 


Laetrile, 2 derivative of apricot pits, has been legalized 
in 11 states, but the federal Food and Drug Administration 
has banned interstate sales on the ground that it is useless 


in canccr treatment. 


Dr. Newell said Laetrile would be allowed in cases where 
patients had been given all the best known medical treatment 


to no avail. 


Dr. Saul Shepartz, an institute scientisb, said the tests 
would be conducted on “a couple of hundred” terminally ill 
cancer patients and that the program should begin in about 
three months. The institute said results of the test would be 


known in about a year. 


Carter Cracks Democratic Establishment

NEW YORE, June 24 QVYT).— 
In his first political visit to New 
York City since his inauguration, 
President Carter was hailed last 


night by the Democratic party's - 


establishment, the same establish- 
ment he had to erack in ἃ two- 
year campaign for the presidency. 


The President spoke at 2 Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel dinner that 
raised more than $1 million for 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and the President's own “po- 
litical needs,” such as polls and 
campaigning for congressional 
candidates next year. 

In his speech the President 
praised members of Congress for 
“their partnership for reform,” 
despite some evident disagree- 
ments between Congress and the 
‘White House. 

Mr. Carter reviewed major 
domestic and foreign-policy ini- 
tiatives of his administration, 
including arms-limitation talks, 
and energy policy and programs 


designed to stimulate the econ- 
omy. 

Referring to nuclear prolifera- 
tion, he said that before he took 
office many world leaders had 
believed that “the genie that can 
ἘΠῚ all mankind had escaped, and 
there was no way to put it back 
in the bottle.” 

Mr. Carter said that he now 
beHeved there was “a good pros- 
pect for success” in limiting 
nuclear arms. 

Mr. Carter also said that he 
and his Cabinet ‘reaffirm our 
joiné commitment to the great 
cities of our coumtry—the great~ 
est of which we are in tonight,” 

‘The significance of the affair 
Was pointed up by the presence 
of the President’s wife. Rosalynn, 
Vice-President Mondale and top 
members of the White House 
staff and Cabinet officials,

KUWAIT, June % (WPi.—The 
booming demand for oi] and the 
rapid industrialization of the 
countries on the shoreline of the 
Gulf are bringing chemical and 
thermal pollution to 
flawless waters, threatening 
aquatic life, beaches and water 
supply, according to Euwaiti 
government officials. 

Acting Foreign Minister Abdel 
Aziz Hussein said last month that 
pollution of the Gulf is this 
country's most urgent problem. 
Kuwait has asked its neighbors 
on the waterway to hold joint 
discussions on combating it. 

If unchecked, Mr. Hussein said. 
the pollution could be disastrous 
for Kuwait, which has invested 
millions of dollars in a grow- 
ing fish and sbrimp industry and 
relies on the Gulf for much of 
its drinkng water, obtained 
through desalination. 

Mr. Hussein said that Kuwait 
believes that its concern is shared 
by the other littoral countries— 
Iraq. Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Qatar, the United Arab Emirates, 
Oman and Iran. All have agreed 
to joint discussions, he said. 

Kuwaiti officials say the prin- 
cipal source of pollution is ballast 
discharge from tankers loading 
at oi] terminals around the Gulf. 
But the money from this oi] has 
also fueled a spectacular surge 
of industria] development along 
the shoreline. where refineries, 
smelters, petrochemical plants 
and other factories are prolifer- 
ating and beginning to add their 
discharges to the water.

Kuwaiti Officials Are Worried 
By Growing Pollution of Gulf 


By Thomas W. Lippman 


Arabia does not yet have a major 
pollution problem but will as its 
new industries begin tinea 

“The Gulf is like 2 lake,” 
official of the Kuwaiti Ministry 
of Planning said. “It doesn't 
clean itself,” because its waters 
are contained by tie narrow 
Strait of Hormus at the outlet 
to the open sea. 

The result, he said, is that the 
industrial byproducts and hot 
water from factory cooling units 
that are being pumped into the 
Gulf in increasing amounts are 
not flushed away.

The oldest floating Soviet-U.S, disarma- 
ment talis of the nuciear era—to ban atomic 
explosions—are umder way again. That 
could be good news for mankind. if the ob- 
jective is achieved. But the first step is to 
be clear on the objective. 

In the first round of talks in Washington 
last week, the Soviet Union proposed again 
to halt atomic weapons tests. while reserv- 
ing the right to conduct so-called peacefui 
nuclear explosions. The United States—and 
Britain. which is ta join the second round 
of talks in Geneva next month—want to 
ban all atomic explosions. The difference 
is crucial. 

There is no way to distinguish between a 
military and a civilian cuclear explosion, 
even if one aims to Kill peopie and the other 
to move earth and dig canals The device 
and the blast are more or less the same. 
And test explosions are essential to weapons 
development.

answer. No disaster of the past 
or anxiety about the present or 
future seems to erode their ma~ 
in a political and economic 
Squeeze between the Russians in 
the East and the bankers in the 
West, they not only keep going 
but are now the youngest and 
fastest-growing nation in Europe.

Of Categories in France 


By Souren Melikian 


ARIS (#T:—The French 

market seems to be engaged 
in ἃ general reappraisal of all 
categories—with some surprising 
results. 

While it is clear that i8th- 
century furniture is not doing 
well, silver of the same period 
or even the early 19th century 
is holding its own. 


At the sale conducted at Drouot 
Rive Gauche by Jacques Talan. 
of the Ader-Picard-Tajan auc- 
tioneering group, prices were gen- 
erally good from the seller's view- 
point and sometimes even excel- 
lent. 


The early 18th century. for 
example, was represented by an 
ecueUe, or bow), with flat base 
stamped with a Rouen mark 
(datable c. 1720). It had been 
Titted. possibly at the time, with 
@ cover stamped with a Paris 
mark corresponding to the year 
1727. This sort of assemblage is 
never popular and the fact that 
the two elements were engraved 
with the same coat of arms hard- 
ly made up for it, The lot, none- 
theless, rose to 14.210 francs, 
quite a good price. 

Also well received was the other 
important 18th-century lot in the 
sale—two matching lgumiers 
«vegetable dish} and covers made 
in 1789 by the Parisian silver- 
smith Jean-Baptiste Jonchon. 
Their austerely neoclassical style 
and their lack of proportion, plus 
the fact that they carried the 
initials of an unknown owner, 
made them only moderately at- 
tractive. At 22,680 francs, they 
Sold very well indeed. 


Early 19th-century silver fared 
equally well and showed. in addi- 
tion, that here is 8 field that 
still offers remarkable possibilities 
to collectors. The best is still 
available and will turn up at 
even such modest sales as Wed- 
nesday's. One of the more in- 
teresting items was a soup-tureen 
with its cover topped by a swan 
figure made at Avignon in the 
years 1809-1819, The silversmith’s 
mark had not been identified, 
which somewhat detracts from 
the value of an object br collec- 
tors’ standards. It brought 8,640 
francs. 

The other good piece was αὶ 
small “vase Médicis.” ie.. shaped 
like a classical urn with the mark 
of Parisian silversmith Philippe 
Jean-Baptiste Juguet. dating it 
to the years 1798-1809. At 4.300 
franes, it was just about the 
right price—and that is still a 
small amount for a desirable col- 
lector’s piece. 

In contrast to 18th-century 
silver, other fields which rose in 
value at roughly the same period, 
ie, in the early seventies, such 
as art nouveau or abstractionist 
Sculpture influenced by the 
Bauhaus school, are going through 
@ period of uncertainty. There 
has been no important sale to 
underscore the trend but indica- 
tions have been provided by iso- 
lated pieces or small groups of 
objects in mixed auctions. 

‘Wednesday produced two strik- 
ing instances of low pricing. At 
the auction conducted by Tajan 
there was 2 remarkable belt 
buckle of solid gold weighing 65 
grams and exquisitely chiseled 
with a leafy branch design. It 
made only 2,440 francs, hardly 
a big price for 8, small master- 
piece of jewelry. On the same 
day at another auction conducted 
by dean Chalvet de Recy, consist- 
ing chiefly of modern prints, 
watercolors and silver, 2 remark- 
able abstractionist senlpture by 
Etienne Béothy accompanied by 
the preparatory sketch im crayon. 
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dated 1032, was laid on the block. 
The 6-centimeter-high bronze 
Piece was typical of the best 
that the avant-garde of the 
thirties, marked with the stamp 
of the Bauhaus school, had to 
offer. Tt was knocked down to 
Paris dealer Félix MarciJhac at 
19,225 francs, 

Tt might be argued that both 
the art noureau gold buckle and 
Béothy's piece were not sold in 
the right conteat. But in periods 
of soaring enthusiasm, that would 
hardly matter, since professionals 
competé with each other. As it 
happens, art nouveau has been 
showing signs of Weakness for 
some time. Abstract sculpture. 
on the other hand, can hardir 
escape the general decline that 
bas hit abstract art. Both were, 
each in its own way. darinc 
promotions of the late sixties 
and early seventies which. unlike 
1gth-century silver, were not 
propped up by a long-standing 
tradition of admiration from the 
establishment. That they should 
be giving way much more easily 
in the present atmosphere of 
reaction against the “follies” of 
the early seventies, before the 
economic recession set in, is not 
surprising. 

Proof that this is not due to 
any shortage of cash was given 
by the brilliant sale of musical 
autographs conducted Monday by 
auctioneer Eric Buffetaud of 
the Laurin-Bufferaud-Guilloux- 
Tailleur group. This was the 
most important auction of its 
Kind since World War ΤΙ. It also 
meant a victory for the French 
auctioneers, who scored against 
their British colleagues by secur~ 
ing the sale of a collection own- 
ed by a British subject. The lat- 
ter must have been pleased with 
some of the high prices. 

The i16-page autograph parti- 
tion of Beethoven's march, “The 
Zapfenstreich Retreat.” was 
bought for 297.000 franes by a 
Paris dealer acting on behalf of 
an anonymous collector. Minutes 
Jater, another buyer bid for the 
original manuscript of Gounod's 
opera “Faust” to the tune of 
748.570 francs—at which price 
the Bibliothéque Nationale decid- 
ed it wanted it and preempted 
the manuscript. 

Lower pricing can, therefore. 
not be accounted for by strictly 
financial factors. It points quite 
simply to the emergence of new 
fashions themselves. the product 
of ἃ new mood. ‘

SYSTEMANTICS 
How Systems Work and Especially How They Fail 


By Jokn Geil. Drawings by R. Ο. Blechman. Quadrangle.

Bas in 1969, we noticed that 

things weren't going very 
well. The occasion was 4 review 
of “The Peter Principle,” that 
now famous formulation of the 
rule that “in a hierarchy every 
employee tends to rise to his 
Jevel of incompetence.” The bad 
things we observed included the 
closing of hospitals, rallies for 
decency, Rod McKuen, the 
vulnerability of the human knee, 
and the Kuomintang’s 10th na- 
tional congress to discuss plens 
for retaking the Chinese main- 
Jand. 


Since then. the American 
people have taken “The Peter 
Principle” io their collective 
bosom. Acknowledging its central 
tenet, We have demoted two presi- 
denis, two vice-presidents, two sec- 
retaries of state, at least a dozen 
baseball managers and Robert 
Moses. The great department 
head in the sky has relieved of 
their duties the head of the 
Chinese mainiand and the 
Jeader of the Kuomintang. Yet 
things are worse than ever, 
Anita Bryant is now rallying for 
decency. Knees are popping out 
of joint at a faster rate than 
ever before. 


Obviously, “The Peter Prin- 
ciple” hasn’t gotten ta the bot- 
tom (top?) of the problem. 
Clearly. something more en- 
compassing is wanted. And so 
it is With appropriate solemnity 
that I present to you John Gall's 
“Systemantics: How Systems 
Work and Especially How They 
Fail,” another lightning bolt in 
the gathering gloom. 

Gall—~a medical professor at 
the University of Michigan— 
doesn't think there’s anything 
in particular wrong with the 
system. He believes that the 
system is wrong with the 
system. Or to put it in the 
three-dozen-odd axioms, theorems 
and corollaries that stud his 
pithy Uttle treatise: “Systems in 
general work poorly or not at 
all” Why else would many 
“backward nations, whose greatest, 
need is food to feed their people, 
be selling their crops and 
bankrupting themselves to buy 
—not food—but advanced mili- 
tary hardware for the purpose 
of defending themselves against 
their equally backward neigh~- 
bors. Who are doing the same 
thing?” 

This thesis may seem too 
obvious to support an entire 
book, but you'll be appalled at 
the shrewdness of the insights 
his basic axiom spins off. To 
quote at length the author's own 
summary of the field of general 
systemantics: “Systems are se- 
ductive. They promise ta do 
a hard job faster, better. and 
nore easily than you could do 
it by yourself. But if you set 
up @ system, you are likely to 
find your time and effort now 
being consumed in the care and 
feeding of system itself. "Once 
set up, if won't go away; it 
rrows and encroaches. **it 
begins to do strange and wonder- 


ful things, ‘°*’*Breaks down in 
ways you never thought pos- 
sible. "***It kicks back, gets in 
the way, and opposes its own 
proper function. ***** Your pers- 
pective gets distorted by being 
in the system. *****"You become 
anzious-and push on it fo make 
it work, '°***"* Eventually you 
come to believe that the mis- 
begotten product it so grudgingly 
delivers is what you really 
wanted all the time.***v"** ἡ 


Gall’s thesis may also seem 
excessively arch. This is because 
—unlike “The Peter Principle,” 
which explained all our problems 
by discovering a truth that is 
brilliant but basically absurd— 
“Systemantics” is onto something 
serious. What “The Peter Prin- 
ciple” happily ignored—that some 
incompetents develop competence 
when promoted to another level 
(think of the Ugly Duckling; 
think of Shakespeare, a bust in 
the sticks but a smash im London, 
think of the Marquis De Sade 
after he made it into Charenton 
—made the book gloriously funny, 
But systems really do tend to 
obscure the goals they were 
originally set up to achieve, as 
anyone who tries to open ἃ can 
of sardines will soon discover. 
It's true that “to those within a 
system, the outside reality - tends 
to pale and disappear.” And 
everyone knows that “when a 
fail-safe system fails, it fails by 
failing to fail-safe.” It isn't 
funny. 

Still, Gall brings @ lot of charm 
to his mock explication of the 
obvious, whether he is comparing 
systems to babies (“once you get 
one, you have it. They don't go 
away.”); or explaining how 
Lionel Trillium, a botanist, had 
te give up his beloved study of 
angiosperms because he was ask~ 
ed to define his goals and ob- 
jectives. 

Best of all, I like Gall's insistence 
that “systems run best when 
designed to run downhill” like 
the humen digestive tract. After 
all, that's how most systems end 
up running anyway, not to go 
into what they end up producing, 
so why not design them that 
way in the first place.

Archetypal Yokel 
‘In Nervous City 


SRiS CHET.—Red Grooms makes portraits of modern cities. 
He has made constructions of Chicago and a Minneapolis 
siscount store and his next project is the Boston marathon. He 
could probabiy even find fun in a Los Angeles cloverleaf crossing 
but his greatest triumph—"the high point of my career,” he 
says—was last year's Ruckus Manhattan, a huge and joyous 
entironmenta] work with 5.000 characters, a million jokes, and 
every noted New York landmark from the towering World Trade 
Center τὸ the tiny Mayor Abraham Beame. The work was mueh 
in the mood of a blurb he wrote for one of his films, “Fat Peet", 
ia 1966; 

“See ἃ typical day in nervous City! People turning into 
animation, animation turning into people! Fire! Traffic! Love! 
Snow! See the dance of street props! See a helpless old lady 
fight the city swill depariment! See flames burst and crackle! 
See traffic snarl! Twenty miles of cardboard used; largest under- 
ground set ever built; actors from seven states; no expense 
spared,” 

4 tall and rangy Tennessean with pink cropped hair, clever 
biue eves and an engaging grin, Red Grooms is considered 8. Li'l 
Abner figure, the archetypal yokel, even after 20 years in nervous 
ity. “Ili never be fully accepted,” he says. He accepts New 
York just fine, even with its commercial pressure. “I have 
partir a showbiz personality. so I'm not horrified by commerce. 
A more aesthetic person might find it harder.” 

One critic says Grooms works on the scale of a Disner, 2 
Dickens, a De Mille. “I think my approach is sort of journalis- 
tie.” Grooms says. "I think I am getting information. While 
I'm getting it, ii makes me uptight, When it's over, it looks 
easy.” 

When he did his portrait of Chicago, the leading figure 
turned out to be the Jate Mayor Richard Daley, “I didn't even 
know who Mayor Daley was when I went there. People tell rou 
what to do. 

One of 40 artists commissioned by NASA and the National 
Gallery of Art to do works inspired by the moon shots, he was, 
says one critic, the only one to capture the grandeur and the 
tughtmarish side of space with his “Scott and Irwim on the 
Moon.” The first astronaut he saw, Grooms said, “had the body 
of a dancer and the face of an old man... . Visit the Cape and 
everywhere you look you see something that’s just a bit toa 
much for you.” 

Red Grooms's latest subject is Paris. In six months here 
organized by gallery owner Roger d’Amécourt, he has produced 
a show of drawings. paintings and stick-out sculptures called 
“Red Grooms ἃ Paris.” Included as subjects are: Victor Hugo, 
a traffic cop, Louis XIV with a full-bottomed wig and spindly 
jegs. a harridan in the Métro, Sarah Bernhardt, Bonnard, 
burchers, La Coupole, Monet in his garden ecstatically greeting 
his plump-thighed muse as she emerges from the water-lities of 
Giverny. and a crowded scene called “Picasso Goes to Heaven.” 

“T was brought up a Baptist so I have this heaven image,” 
Grooms says. “I can't help it. I just put artists in heaven.” 

There is also an effulgent Paul Bocuse surrounded by 3-D 
dishes ithe gallerr ceiling is so low that Grooms had to make 
Bocuse’s chef's hat come down over his ears) and scenes from 
fashion shows. With some justice Grooms has been criticized 
for showing the Paris of clichés. “You do work with the elichés 
when you are here,” he says. “The clichés have power. I try to 
go to the common denominator.” 

The Paris show is in part a sort of finger exercise after 
the enormous Ruckus Manhattan, whieh he did with 25 assis- 
tant artists, 

“Tne Manhattan project was absolutely crazy.” he says. “I 
really believed in the attempt to do the entire city, So did 
everyone else, 

“We worked 12 hours a day and were never sure we were 
doing the right thing. It was like we got a work ethic into 
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“Madame Paris” from “Red Grooms ἃ Paris.”- 


being an artist. I tried to relax being here, then I got seared 
about this show. It’s the same number again. 

Except for the Venice Biennale of 1968, Red Grooms has 
never shown in Europe, “I don’t think my work is very interna- 
tional. It takes a slower time to register, It took a long time 
im America. I’ve had my ups and downs.” ‘The French, he sars, 
weren't even entertained by his name. “The name doesn't make 
any sense. Europeans 
think I give off avy vibes of maestro-ism at all.” 

'The Paris exhibit is, he says, a typical gallery show, while he 
prefers the theaterlike environmental pieces. Commuting 
between his Montparnasse flat and his studio near Pére-Lachaise 
took 1 1/2 hours on the Métro. “That much time underground 
did influence the show a bit.” he says. “I get influenced by my 
immediate environment. I really do. 

“Roger, my dealer, kept saying there's nothing funky in 
Paris, I think there is, Or maybe I've forgotten what funky is. 

“New York is so rough and textural, -Paris is not an easy 


city—it’s a subtle place, with lots of undercurrents. I ποιὰ like. 


to do Rome, but the environmental way. The beautiful lighting 


on the old stuff, things like that are more obvious than in Paris. . 
And London—the color of things. There’s not much color in. 


Paris, it’s sort of blanched out, oddly enough. And the people 


here are 50 well dressed they don't stand out. In New York you, _ 


see one person coming at you and ti’s a whole showboat.” 
In New York, Red Grooms lives on the rim of SoHo, near 


Chinatown, Ruckus Manhattan, which covered 650 square ἡ 


meters, is in packing cases. “All my big pleces—about five big- 
gies—are in storage. I feel like Citizen Kane,” he says. While 


many American museums own his works, he is mostly in private . 


collections. which he likes rather less as there is usually a Jamp- 
shade in the way. | 

“A lot of my stuff goes in children's rooms. If it weren't 
Teasonably expensive, it would go in the attic,” he sars. “Luckily, 
the initial price gives it 2 chance of surviving.” 
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
